Eisenhower May 
Drop 10-Year 
Foreign Aid Plan 


Sen. George W arns 
Program Threatens 
Bi-Partisan Policy 


WASHINGTON IP—Inforced Sen­ 
ate sources said today the Eisen­ 
hower administration may aban­ 
don its long term foreign aid plan 
bec ause of determined congression­ 
al opposition. 
Chairman YY alter F George (D 
Ga) of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions committee warned the ad­ 
ministration only Friday that bi­ 
partisan 
foreign policy may be 
threatened ii it insists on the long­ 
term aid p>an. 
The program possibly would cost 
one billion dollars over a 10-year 
period. 
George has been strong 
fy opposed since the idea first was 
proposed. 
Carefully Weighed 
The administration was under­ 
stood to be carefully weighing the 
importance 
of 
opposition 
by 
George and several other power- 
1 iii legislators, sources said. 
George told newsmen after a 
meeting with Secretary of State 
John Fo.stcr Dulles that it is “ far 
more important to maintain a bi­ 
partisan foreign policy on essential 
foreign 
policy matters than to 
force an is"vie on long-term com­ 
mitments.’’ 
“ I do not favor long term com­ 
mitments of any form because our 
program ought to remain flexible 
and Congress should be perfectly 
free to work on it each year.” he 
said. 
Dulles invited George to lunch 
with him for a talk on general 
foreign policy. George said foreign 
aid did not figure prominently in 
the talk. 
Doubted Russian Stability 
George said he doubted the econ­ 
omic stability of Russia to fulfill 
her expansive promises of huge 
aid programs for various areas 
of the world. He said the recent 
shift ir. Russian cold war tactics 
to more emphasis on economic for­ 
eign aid is “ no reason to be un­ 
duly concerned." 
George also said the U. S. should 
not try to outbid the Russians in 
offering economic aid to neutral 
nations. 
“ I can’t see the advantage in 
putting up a neon sign a mile high 
saying: ‘We got it. Come and get 
it’.’’ he said. 
However, he said he will favor 
“ military aid to our friends every­ 
where if they will resist” the ad- 
Vance of Communism.

Difficult, 
because soybeans are a new crop 
and production has increased rap­ 
idly, because domestic demand for 
soybean products is quite variable, 
and because foreign buyers some­ 
times come into the market for a 
large share of the crop.

“The importance of forest man­ 
agement in the Illinois economy is 
unmistakable,” 
said 
Mr. 
Foley. 
“The launching of the Tree Farm 
movement a few months ago is the 
starting gun for a continuing pro­ 
gram of forest management which 
will mean more income for our 
landowners, more raw materials to 
fill the needs of our wood-using 
industries, and 
a greater conse­ 
quent degree of prosperity for the 
entire state.' 
In view of the nation s increas­ 
ing population and the increasing 
demand for wood products of all 
kinds, tree farmers 
will always 
have a market for the commercial 
timber they produce and harvest, 
Mr. Foley added.
